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VBT Police car flips after being 
hit while going through red light

Scott Russell of Van Buren Township 
was taking his two daughters to their 
orthodontic appointments early Thursday 
morning when they witnessed an accident. 

Russell said he witnessed a vehicle that 
ran a red light as it traveled southbound on 
Belleville Road at Ecorse. 

He said a VBT police officer was in a 
patrol vehicle on the corner and turned on 
his lights and pursued the car that had run 
the red light. Russell said the officer was 
going slowly southbound since he also was 
going through the red light. 

A car that was eastbound on Ecorse 
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then T-boned the police vehicle, Russell 
said. The police vehicle was struck in the 
passenger side rear door which caused it to 
flip upside down and slide to a stop. 

Russell said he stopped his vehicle and 
got out to see if he could help the officer. 
He said the officer was coherent and asked 
Russell to cut him out of his seatbelt, since 
he was suspended upside down. 

Russell said the officer handed him a knife 

and Russell proceeded to cut him free. 

After the officer climbed out of the car, 
Russell said he asked the officer to sit 
down, but the officer said he was fine and

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Bob Jacobs ready to retire at age 81, sells Jacobs Boots & Saddles

Bob Jacobs has been a singer, a rodeo 
rider and a clown, a barn builder, a horse 
trader, a business partner, a merchant, and 
a friend to horse owners. 

Now, at the age of 81, Jacobs is ready to 
ride off into the sunset. 

On March 28, he closed on the sale of 
his 11.2 acres with the big red barn holding 
his boots and saddles business at the corner 
of the North I-94 Service Drive and Quirk 
Road. He’d rather not name the new owner, 
but it will be a matter of public record 
shortly. 

He is having a big sale, offering everything 
except the Western saddles at half price 
until the end of May. (But, he has done 
some dealing, with the sale price of one 
saddle including a dinner.) 

On June 1, he will be officially retired 
and gone from the property and with his 
25-year companion Sandy Urfer will see 
how many golf courses across the country 
he can walk. 

“T’ve done a thousand things and enjoyed 
it all,” Jacobs said from his office last 
Friday as customers swarmed in for the 
sale of boots and saddles and horse tack. 

He said over the years there have been 
weekends when he put his boots on Friday 
morning and couldn’t take them off to rest 
until Sunday night. Those were the days of 
his horse auctions. 

Every Friday from 1912 through 1996 
there was a horse auction at Jacobs’ 
barn, with people coming from around 
Michigan, Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, New 
York, Canada, and regularly from New 
Jersey to buy and sell their horses. Most 
of the time there were 100 to 125 horses at 
each auction. 

The Jacobs horse auctions started in 
Detroit, but moved to Van Buren Township 
in 1947 without missing a beat. The sale 
was in Detroit one Friday and in Van Buren 
Township the next Friday. 

In 1947 after Henry Ford died, the 
Ford Motor Co. sold a lot of the land that 
Ford had purchased in this area. Bob’s 
grandfather Julius Jacobs purchased 20 
acres from Ford, but the I-94 freeway 
construction took some of it away. 

There are hand-hewn beams in the barn 
built by Ford and Jacobs wishes there was 
some way to save the structure. But, in a 
few weeks it will be out of his hands. 

Julius Jacobs did not put the land in his 
own name, but put it in the name of his 
son Lee and Lee’s wife, and their three 
children, including Bob. 

Bob said his mother and father and brother 
have passed on, so money made on the land 
he sold was shared with his sister and his 
brother’s widow and their two children. 

Bob said his grandfather, mother, and

father all lived into their 90s, so he figures 
he has 10 years left to enjoy the money he 
earned in the sale. 

The way the property was divided and the 
fact that several of the people died without 
their estates going through probate delayed 
the sale of the property for some time. But, 
now it’s over and Bob’s retiring. 

As a teenager, Bob helped his granddad 
and father and then would go rodeo-ing, 
“playing cowboy” all summer. He has 
pictures of him as a rodeo clown and

explains that to be a clown you had to know 
how to ride and hang on with one hand. 
Sometimes he wouldn’t be done with 
his rodeos in Canada until October, so he 
wouldn’t turn up for school until then. 
When he moved to the Belleville schools, 
he was a year behind because he “messed 
up” in Detroit and was a semester behind. 
But, Belleville didn’t have January 
graduations, so he had to start the ninth 
grade over when he came to Belleville. 
There was a problem with the way Bob 


dressed. He wore jeans and they weren’t 
allowed in junior high. He explained that’s 
all he had to wear and school officials 
insisted he couldn’t wear them to junior 
high. The high school students could wear 
jeans, but not the junior high students. 

He finally got permission to wear jeans 
and from that time forward those in junior 
high could wear jeans. 

Bob found he was very good at business 
courses and liked numbers. He also had a 
good voice and his music teacher had him 
sing “manly songs.” 

He graduated with the Belleville High 
School class of 1951. 

Bob has scrapbooks holding pictures of 
him and famous cowboys, including Lash 
LaRue with an autograph. And, there are 
lots of pictures of him riding in rodeos. 

At one rodeo he met Phyllis, a New York 
fashion model who loved horses, and they 
got married. “It seemed like a good idea at 
the time,” he said. 

He and Phyllis were married for 50 years, 
but they lived apart for the last 30 years, 
with her in Missouri. He would visit her, 
and built barns for her horses, but finally 
they were divorced. 

He and Sandy have been together since 
1988, he said. Her son works at Boeing in 
Seattle and her daughter is a CPA in Boise, 
married to a golf professional. 

Bob tells everyone he plans to tie a 
snowblower on the top of his car and drive 
south. 

“When someone asks what it is, I’1l stop,” 
he said, with a big smile. 
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At Belleville High School in June 1951, Bob Tact was soloist.

Library Board to 
ask for 1.0 mill 


more for operations 


The Belleville Area District Library Board 
has until 4 p.m., May 13, to certify any 
ballot language for the Aug. 5 election. The 
long-range plans were for certification to 
be done at the April 8 meeting. It wasn’t. 

Now, the board has set a special meeting 
for 7:30 p.m. April 22 — possibly at the 
Sumpter Community Center following the 
Sumpter Board of Trustees meeting across 
the street. Details were up in the air at 
Tuesday’s regular library meeting. 

Besides the 20-year, $19,094,863 bond 
for construction of a new library, with 
millage of 1.08 the first year and 0.96 
mill thereafter, more operational funds are 
needed for the bigger building. 

So, the board will propose 1 mill more 
in addition to the .7 mill already approved 
by the board for operations of the present 
library. The number of years to levy the 
additional 1 mill is in question and that has 
to be decided before the ballot wording is 
approved. 

The proposed ballot language calls for 
a period of 8 years, so it will expire at 
the same time as the .7 mills which was 
approved by voters in 2010 for 12 years. 

In a related matter, the Resolution the 
board passed in March for the DNR 
concerning acquisition of the property on 
the lake has a response, but it’s a secret. 
The board president and board attorney 
won’t say how the DNR responded and say 
they are working on it. Do they have a site 
for this library they want to build?

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Belleville Rd. upgrades, 
construction to begin 
on April 14, end in Aug. 


In 2013, the Van Buren Township 
Downtown Development Authority was 
awarded federal grant funding to assist in 
installing new traffic signals along Belleville 
Road from Tyler Road to the North I-94 
Service Drive. 

Beginning in mid-April, the DDA district 
along Belleville Road, from Tyler Road to 
just north of the Belleville Road bridge over 
I-94 and then south of the bridge about 300 
feet, will receive roadway improvements, 
including new milling of the roadway. 

Construction is expected to begin April 14, 
and will be completed in two phases: 

e The south end of the project is set to be 
completed by July 12; and 

e The north end of the project is set to be 
completed by Aug. 15. 

These new traffic signals will match those at 
the Ecorse/Belleville Road intersection and 
will include pedestrian-friendly walkways. 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland said 
this project will require periodic lane closures 
and traffic shifts during construction.

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VBT Board agrees 
on 4-2 vote to delay HR 
Manager job description

When the Van Buren Township 2014 
proposed budget was passed in December, it 
had a part-time Human Resource Manager 
on it with a $35,000 allocation. 

The three full-time board members 
hired a part-time person from Snelling 
employment agency to do the HR work, 
but then at the March 17 work/study it 
was proposed that a full-time person hired 
by the township would be better, with an 
allocation of $85,320 in the budget. 

But, that idea didn’t fly because board 
members objected to hiring a full-time 
person with benefits and legacy costs when 
all they had approved was a part-time 
person. 

At the VBT board work/study session on 
March 31 and at the regular meeting the 
next day on April 1, the issue of the Human 
Resources job description was vigorously 
discussed. 

After discussion at the work/study 
session, board members informally agreed 
the item should be removed from the April 
1 agenda until it could be better studied by 
the board. 

But, on April 1, Clerk Leon Wright, who 
has been pushing for an HR person for 
several years, wanted the board to move 
forward so it could hire a person soon. He 
wanted to keep it on the agenda for a vote. 

After much discussion, the item was 
pulled from the agenda on a 4-2 vote, with 
Trustee Phil Hart, Treasurer Sharry Budd, 
Clerk Wright and Supervisor Linda Combs 
voting yes to pull it; Trustees Reggie Miller 
and Jeff Jahr voting against pulling it and 
to put it on the agenda so they could vote 
No on the proposed job description; and 
Trustee Brenda McClanahan absent. 

Supervisor Combs said it wouldn’t come 
back to the board until the April 14 work/ 
study meeting.

On March 31 while discussing the 
proposed part-time job description, 
Treasurer Budd wanted to make sure the 
person took direction from the township 
board. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said she thought 
they needed more time to study the 
description that should be tightened up, 
and didn’t think it should be on the next 
day’s regular meeting agenda — especially 
since Trustees Jeff Jahr and Phil Hart were 
unable to attend the March 31 meeting. 

“We’re giving the impression we have 
a divisive board ...” said Trustee Jahr on 
April 1 after the vote, emphasizing he is 
just trying to get back the board’s power. 

“Tt seems like the board is being ignored 

. We’re not going to just rubber-stamp 
things,” Jahr said. 

“I am frustrated ... not divisive,” Clerk 
Wright responded. He had explained he 
wanted the HR person to take over all the 
HR duties his office had assumed, so the 
clerk’s office can focus on the coming 
elections, which is a lot of work. 

In other business at the April | meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved increasing by $15 Election 
Inspector wages to $160 per day for Precinct 
Chairperson, $150 per day for Electronic 
Pollbook/Co-Chairperson, $140 per day 
for Precinct Inspectors, $15 per session for 
training (no change). Clerk Wright pointed 
out election days often are 16 hours long 
and this raise in pay would help increase 
the pool of election workers. The last pay 
hike was in 2002. A chart showed the City 
of Belleville and Sumpter Township both 
pay between about $8 and $9 per hour;

On Monday, US Ecology, Inc. announced 
in a news release that it has entered into 
a stock purchase agreement to acquire EQ 
— The Environmental Quality Company. 

The transaction, valued at $465 million 
is expected to close after the regulatory 
review process, in the second or third 


quarter of 2014. 
US Ecology, Inc., through its subsidiaries, 
provides environmental services 


and industrial waste management services 
to commercial and government entities, 
such as refineries and chemical production 
facilities, manufacturers, electric utilities, 
steel mills, medical and academic 


institutions and waste brokers. 
Headquartered in Boise, Idaho, the 

company is one of the oldest radioactive 

and hazardous waste services companies 
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in North America. 

According to EQ’s Marketing and 
Communications Director Dave Crumrine, 
“EQ is pleased with the acquisition by US 
Ecology because it will allow the company 
to grow business and serve their customers 
well. 

“This acquisition won’t change the 
reporting requirements and the regulatory 
aspects of how EQ operates the business” 

Wayne Disposal, Inc. is a 500-acre EQ 
facility located next to Willow Run Airport 
off the North I-94 Service Dr. in Van Buren 
Township, opened in 1957. It is the only 
commercial hazardous-waste landfill in 
Michigan and one of only seven of its type 
in the United States. 

The EQ site takes waste containing 
dangerous materials such as heavy metals, 
most of which it receives comes from clean- 
up projects for industrial waste. Low- 
level radioactive materials from FUSRAP 
(Formerly Utilized Sites Remedial Action 
Program) sites from the nation’s early 
atomic energy program are also accepted.

went over to check on the occupants of the 
other vehicle. 

Russell said the car that hit the patrol 
vehicle had time to stop since the police 
car was proceeding slowly, but it didn’t.

the issues with the St. Patrick’s Day party at 
Egan’s on March 17. She said she received 
several complaints about people parking in 
snow banks, across driveways, and other 
unacceptable places. 

She pointed out there is no parking on 
Liberty Street when the car shows are on in 
the summer.

Councilman Loria’s wife, Rosemary, 
actually first presented the Boo’ Ville idea 
at a meeting of the Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority, where she is a 
member. She said she and Wolters thought 
up the celebration while visiting the crowd 
of witches that gathered at Egan’s Pub last 
Halloween season. 

Carol Thompson, coordinator of the 
Belleville DDA (and chairman of the VBT 
Planning Commission), said actually the 
celebration will be for those throughout 
the 48111 zip code. She said they will ask 
the Van Buren Township DDA to move 
Halloween decorations up Belleville Road 
to continue the city’s decorations. 

Councilman Fielder said VBT Parks and 
Recreation Director Jennifer Wright was at 
one of the Boo’ Ville planning meetings and 
she is looking at expanding activities into 
the township.

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planning commission. 

The project planners needs to decide 
how they will handle vendors who want 
to participate and Mayor Conley said she 
wants to make sure outside vendors don’t 
compete with local businesses.

Keystone Academy 
has enrollment of 781, 
with 289 on waiting list

At its regular meeting March 13, the 
Keystone Academy Board of Directors 
discussed the school’s enrollment that is 
at 781 in grades Young 5’s through eighth 
with a waiting list in every grade. 

The total waiting list is 289. 

Chris Caulk, liaison from National 
Heritage Academies, had announced last 
year that NHA was considering building a 
new classroom for every grade at Keystone 
this summer because of the large waiting 
list. 

But, NHA decided to build for another 
of its school this year so that will not be 
happening this summer at Keystone. 

Also, in February, the board voted to 
sign a matriculation agreement with Arbor 
Preparatory High School in Ypsilanti for 
classes this fall for the Keystone eighth 
graders who are seeking a high school to 
attend since Keystone has no classes past 
eighth grade. 

It was learned that Arbor Prep will not be 
ready for this agreement until the 2015-16 
school year. 

In other business at the 43-minute meeting 
the board: 

e Discussed the good results on several 
academic tests and the need to do something 
different for sixth graders who are scoring 
lower than they should in some categories; 

e Discussed the high scores in reading 
for the last few years and noted that 93% 
of students leaving Keystone have a 
proficiency in reading; 

e Discussed the Focus School report 
required by the state. Keystone is 
designated a Focus School because there is 
such a large gap between its highest and 
lowest testing students. Keystone’s goal is 
to focus on finding what the disconnect is 
for English Learners in math, reading, and 
writing and Black or African American 
subgroup students in social studies and 
science and increase state scores by 15% 
by Spring 2015; 

e Heard Principal Keturah Godfrey report 
on the undefeated girls basketball teams, the 
Donuts with Dads program that had more 
than 100 attending, the “Thanks a Latte” 
celebration with the staff to celebrate the 
NWEA and MEAP scores (with the school 
buying the staff an espresso machine), the 
plan for Godfrey to go to every classroom 
to explain data and put starbursts on the 
walls, and the March is Reading Month 
challenge that will result in Godfrey 
being covered with sundae toppings if the 
students succeed; 

e Approved the 2014-15 board meetings 
calendar and the revised 2013-14 school 
calendar, adding June 16-19 as extra school 
days because of the snow days taken; 

e Informed Principal Godfrey that 
Teacher Appreciation Week was coming 
up May 5-8, with a circus theme, and the 
board wanted to know what the teachers 
would like the board to purchase for them 


this year. Godfrey will come back with a 
suggestion; and 

e Learned there is $53,000 in the board’s 
discretionary fund. 

Vice president Amy Gusfa presided at the 
meeting in the absence of president Vesta 
Losen who was ill. Carol Manley also was 
absent from the meeting.
